Charles II. ne7T>-1700) gilt master keya 
were conferred on the nobles and gen- 
tlemen in attendance on the king. 
These keys corresponded with anfl 
gave admission to nil the rooms of the 
roynl palaces. They had huge, oblong 
bow handles, which projected from the 
right hand pocket and were attached 
to the person by a ribbon. The subor- 
dinate members of the royal household 
were 
honored 
with 
similar keys, 


though they were not gilt. It is re- 
corded that if one of these keys was 
lost the unfortunate loser heel to warn 
a high official of the court, who at 
once had all the locks changed at a 
cost of over 10,000 Spanish dollars. 
This largo sum lind to be paid by the 
unlucky individual who lost thu key. 
Another carious custom in vogue in 
the peninsula at that time was the giv- 
ing of dummy keys as badges to offi- 
cials and to certain nobles who held 
no court post, as a, mark of favor and 
distinction 


Egyptian keys still exist that are 


about 4,000 years old. They consist of 
straight pieces of wood furnished with 
three fixed wooden pins. An ancient 
writer says that "the keys of Egyptian 
temples bore the figure of a Hon. from 
which chains -were suspended having 
a heart attached to them."
